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City to prepare 
applications 
for pot shops

At Monday’s regular meeting of the 
Belleville City Council, via Zoom, council 
members were given a report by city 
attorney Jeff Clark on the two proposals 
passed by voters in the Nov. 3 election. 

“The people have spoken. Both passed,” 
Clark said, concerning the two proposals 
welcoming medical marijuana dispensaries 
and facilities into the city. 

“Amending the charter provides the 
ability to make an ordinance, but you don’t 
have to because Proposition One is the 
ordinance,” Clark said. 

He said the effective date of the ordinance 
would be when the election is certified, 
which will be sometime this month. Then, 
the city has to follow the ordinance. 

He said it starts with the application. 
He said the clerk sets an opening date 
for applications within ten days after 
certification and there is a 30-day window 
for applications. After that, no further 
applications are accepted. 

Then the applications go into review. He 
said 30 days after the close of the window 
for applications, the city has to provide the 
licenses. 

He said if the city doesn’t give someone 
an application, people can apply on their 
own, following the rules in the ordinance. 

Clark said the application fee is $100 and 
after the state approves it the additional is 
not to exceed $4,900 annually. 

He said the city has 30 days to accept an 
application and otherwise the applicant has 
to go to court. If successful the applicant 
would only have to pay $500 annually for 
10 years. This is an incentive to get the 
applications, Clark said. 

He said there are automatic renewals in 
compliance with the ordinance.

VBT Planning Commission OKs new Jiffy Lube on Meijer lot

A new Jiffy Lube business is coming to 
an outlot at Meijer after action by the Van 
Buren Township Planning Commission at 
its regular Nov. 11 meeting via Zoom. 

After a public hearing at which no public 
comments were offered, the commission 
unanimously approved sending a request 
for Minor Vehicle Service Special 
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Land Use to the township board with a 
recommendation for approval. 

The commission also approved the Jiffy 
Lube preliminary site plan. 

The 3,064-square-foot, single-story 
building will be located on the south side 
of Tyler Road just east of the Meijer gas 
station and Belleville Road. The .71-acre 
outparcel is to be divided and created 
from portions of the 39.4-acre parcel at 
9701 Belleville Rd. and a vacant 1.33-acre 
parcel. 

The property is zoned C-2 — Extensive 
Highway Business District and also is in 
the Belleville Road Overlay District. 

Jim Kratz of Jiffy Lube said customers 


will be at the business from 30 minutes to 

two hours max. They will pull up to a bay, 

pull into a bay, and customers will wait in

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Sup. McNamara: Aerotropolis 
LDFA will not cost VBT taxpayers

At the Nov. 10 regular meeting of the 
Van Buren Township Local Development 
Finance Authority, via zoom, LDFA 
member Chuck Covington said he read that 
the Aerotropolis LDFA is coming into the 
VBT area. 

He asked if the township can piggyback 
on the Aerotropolis LDFA. 

VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara said 
he represents VBT to Aerotropolis. There 
are three LDFAs available in the state and 
Aerotropolis was granted one of the three 
zones. 

They can drop an LDFA on any community 
that is a part of Aerotropolis and this 
LDFA goes across all the communities in 
Aerotropolis: townships of Van Buren and 
Huron and cities of Romulus and Taylor. 

Supervisor McNamara said VBT is not 
doing any more LDFAs since it lost out so 
much on the Visteon project. 

McNamara said the Aerotropolis LDFA 
will captue six mills of school funds levied 
and the state will make the schools whole. 

“T’ve asked the state to put an LDFA on 
Grace Lake,’ McNamara said, adding the 
state won’t do that. 

“That LDFA can capture what our 
LDFA can’t,” said LDFA member David 
Schreiber, referring to school funds. 

McNamara said he told the state, “You 
took us down the yellow brick road ... and 
left us holding the bag,” referring to the 
Visteon bonds. VBT does not have enough 
LDFA tax capture for the bond payments 
and the township is loaning the LDFA 
money for bond payments while fighting it 
out in court. 

LDFA member Doug Peters suggested 
putting an information packet together to 
send to commercial realtors as a way to 
promote development at Grace Lake, the 
former Visteon Village. 

LDFA member Scott Medlen, of 
Sovereign Investments which now owns 
Grace Lake, said the goal is to bring more 
tenants or build more buildings there. He 
said JLL represents Sovereign as its realty. 

Medlen said currently the buildings are 
100% leased, although some are vacant. 
He said before the pandemic there were 
1,600 to 1,700 people working at Grace 
Lake and now that is down to 100 to 200. 

Medlen said there is no demand for 
building a building at this time. He said 
some tenants are working to sublease. 

He said the GE floor was empty and 
JP Morgan Chase wanted space, so they 
swapped GE out for Morgan Chase. 

Peters said he wants the LDFA to know 
the plan for Grace Lake so they don’t 


conflict with Sovereign. 

LDFA chairman Mike Dotson suggested 
havinga LDFA  subgtoup meet with 
Sovereign’s realestate group to discuss 
the plans. He suggested Medlen could set 
something up so the LDFA can help them. 

LDFA member John Delaney said the 
LDFA has already broached that idea with 
them a couple of times and, “They don’t 
want to grow.” 

“Do we have evidence Sovereign doesn’t 
want to build on its 40 acres?” Peters asked. 

“They’re not listing it,” Delaney said. 

Peters made a motion, supported by 
Delaney to have a small LDFA committee 
make direct contact ... in a Zoom meeting 

. to discuss the landlocked 40 acres and 
what the LDFA can do to help. 

The LDFA had been discussing how to 
help early this year and then got stopped 
by COVID-19. The subcommittee had 
been made up of Covington, Delaney, and 
Dotson. 

Covington said he would like to get 
somebody else to take his place on the 
committee. He explained a lot of things are 
going on for him right now and he asked to 
be replaced. 

McNamara said he talks to the head of 
Sovereign regularly and what he wants is 
the landfill not to expand. 

Dotson appointed Medlen to the 
committee. 

Medlen said the landfill is a problem, with 
smells that linger 5-10 days of the month, 
seagulls, coyotes, and dead animals on the 
property. He said those at Grace Lake look 
out the upper windows and see the landfill. 

“Does the Master Plan address the 
concerns of Grace Lake?” asked Peters and 
McNamara said it didn’t. 

Medlen said it’s hard to lease out next to 
the landfill. 

Covington asked if they could do a casino 
and Delaney said a casino couldn’t be in a 
LDFA. 

“They are not successful in selling a 
stinky sublease,” Peters said. 

McNamara said Haggerty Road is a hot 
property right now, but office space isn’t 
going because of COVID. 

Dotson said there are a lot of questions 
and the subcommittee will meet with them 
this week or next week to discuss the 
issues. 

In other business at the Nov. 10 meeting, 
the LDFA unanimously approved the 
2020 Amended and 2021 Proposed LDFA 
Budget that was already approved by the 
township board. Also approved was the 
2021 LDFA meeting schedule. 


During the Nov. 11 event, School Supt. Pete Kudlak unveiled the pictures and stories of 
ten Belleville High School graduates who fought for their country and paid the ultimate 
price with their lives. Their plaques are on the new Wall of Honor in the hallway to 
the Commons across from the Distinguished Graduates pictures.

When 34" District Court Judge Brian 
Oakley arraigned Joe Stafford on bank 
robbery charges on Nov. 10, he asked him 
a few questions. Stafford has a Powder 
Springs, GA, home address so Judge Oakley 
asked him where he works.

Transparency counts, 


now more than ever

Once again, the leaders of the Republican 
Caucus in the Michigan House of 
Representatives want to pull public notices 
from newspapers and allow governmental 
entities (cities, villages, townships, 
counties, etc.) to satisfy notice requirements 
by putting them on their websites. This is 
an unprecedented blow to governmental 
transparency and due process. 

A version of this legislation has been 
introduced in each legislative session for 
the past 12 years and has failed. Why? 
Because then, as now, it is a bad idea. 

From the very start, Michigan law has 
required that notices of governmental 
actions be provided to citizens by 
publication in newspapers, an independent 
source of information about the actions 
of government. Now, legislators are 
proposing to end this important check on 
governmental power. 

The Michigan Press Association has 
been told that this issue is in the top five 
priorities of the Speaker of the House for 
the 2020 Lame Duck Session. In the midst 
of a pandemic this seems like an unusual 
waste of taxpayer time and money. 

The legislators in support of this 
movement say that this will save money... 
but how? Is this the one exception to the 
Republican’s embrace of privatization? 
It defies logic that government can do 
this better and cheaper than newspapers, 
who have provided this valuable check 
and balance for more than 150 years. The 
last few months have proven that local 
governments have enough on their plates 
while seriously lacking the technology to 
do something like this. 

Many governmental entities struggled to 
hold open meetings during the early days of 
the pandemic and didn’t have the capability 
to do them virtually. At least one county in 
Michigan was unable to put election results 
online last week. Technologically it seems 
now is not the time to trust government to 
provide this information to the taxpayers. 
Many Clerks have stated that they don’t 
have the ability, time or staff to do this 
important function. 

A quick glance at some local government 
websites doesn’t give one comfort that 
things will be done well under this new 
scheme. A couple of shining examples: one 
township website lists among its elected 
officials a Congressman who has been 
deceased for several years. Another has not 
updated meeting agendas since 2014. 

We have long advocated that these 
notices belong in newspapers and protect 
due process in Michigan. We do however 
acknowledge that they also need to be 
distributed digitally and are working hard 
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with our members to make sure that they 
are accessible on a computer, mobile device 
AND in print. This increases transparency 
and protects your right to know what 
government officials are doing with your 
taxpayer dollars. 

Even if the lack of security is not 
considered, the lack of connectivity should 
be. Michigan ranks 30" in the nation for 
broadband connectivity. Rural areas still 
pose a challenge for those trying to use the 
internet. 

Public notices belong in a public place, 
like a local newspaper, not on a government 
website, which can also disenfranchise 
certain users like low-income individuals 
who do not have access to the Internet, or 
the elderly who are not comfortable using 
the Internet. Having to look for notices on 
each individual government site would be 
laborious at best and a good way to conceal 
information at worst. 

As you have seen during the worst of 
this year, we at Michigan newspapers take 
the responsibility of keeping you informed 
very seriously. Thats why we were 
deemed “essential” during this pandemic. 
Whether it be making sure Freedom of 
Information and Open Meetings laws are 
being followed or proper notice of things 
like zoning that might put a landfill in your 
neighborhood is happening, we remain the 
vital watchdogs we always have been in 
our communities. 

If knowing that an independent, reliable 
source is watching what elected officials 
are doing with your taxpayer dollars is 
important to you please consider contacting 
your state Representative and Senator and 
letting them know you want to keep seeing 
your public notices where you notice ... in 
a newspaper.

Let me begin by thanking the voters of 
Van Buren Township for honoring me with 
the privilege to serve as your Township 
Clerk for another four years.

On Nov. 3, 2020, 70.7% of the registered 
voters in the township made their voices 
heard by casting their absentee ballot or 
by going to the polls.

the waiting room. When the car is pulled 
out, customers will get back into their cars. 
Kratz said the business will do oil 
changes, battery service, fluids, and quick 
repairs and they expect 50 to 60 cars a day. 
“We are working with Meijer in an 
unofficial partnership,” Kratz said, noting 
they just opened a Jiffy Lube in Lenox 
Township. He said it is one national 
franchise operating in all these locations. 
He said the overlay district encouraged 
natural preservation of mature trees, so 
they relocated their building to preserve a 
mature tree. 

Paul Kammer of Fishbeck, the township’s 
engineering consultant, said the Jiffy Lube 
plans a bioretention area and will have 
an underground, onsite detention storage 
which will drain on the south side of Tyler 
Road to the Wayne County drain. The 
business will tap into an 8” water main 
running around the Meijer building in an 
agreement with Meijer and have sanitary 
service through the 10” line running north 
and south along the east side of Belleville 
Road. 

Commission vice-chairman Donald 
Boynton, in his last meeting on the 
commission after being elected a township 
trustee, asked about the drainage. He asked 
how it would affect the flooding reported to 
the east, or was it too soon to ask that with 
this being just the preliminary site plan. 

Kammer said there are concerns about 
the county drain that goes to Morton 
Taylor and then heads northeast. He said 
the ultimate goal is for the underground 
storage to hold back drainage. He said 
if it is properly designed the system will 


reduce flooding, but not to zero. It would 
minimize excess runoff, he said. 

“How do we get the county to clean 
them?” Kammer asked of the drains. He 
said it was better to tie into the Tyler system 
than the Meijer system to the southeast. 

Commissioner Boynton also questioned 
the thin brick proposed. 

“If I heard it correctly, veneer brick face 
is not acceptable,” he said. “Do they have 
to change to a more durable brick?” 

Vidya Krishnan, principal planner 
and planning consultant from McKenna 
Associates, said the veneer brick is not an 
option and because of that and other issues 
the first elevation proposed was rejected by 
the township. The applicant redesigned the 
building, she said. 

“We did agree to modular bricks, not thin 
bricks,” Kratz said. “We did agree.” 

Commissioner Jeff Jahr asked if it was a 
four-bay or an eight-bay and Kratz said it 
was a four-bay with one-way movement. 

Commissioner Medina Atchinson asked 
if they will have hoists or a pit for the oil 
change and Kratz said it’s a pit because 
that’s fast-moving. 

Atchinson asked if it would be open on 
Sunday and Kratz said it would be open 7 
a.m. to 8 p.m. 

Dan Power, director of planning and 
economic development, pointed out in a 
memo that if the preliminary site plan and 
special land use approvals are granted, the 
project will undergo final site plan review. 
The final site plan review process will 
involve a detailed review of compliance 
with applicable township and Wayne 
County stormwater, soil erosion, and 
other engineering regulations as well as 
township zoning regulations. The planning 
commission would act on a potential final 
site plan review at a future date, he said.

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In other business at the Nov. 11 meeting, 
the commission approved the required 
formal resolution of adoption of the 2020 
Van Buren Township Master Plan. The 
Michigan Planning and Enabling Act 
requires a resolution to be forwarded to 
the township board. Director Power said 
this formalizes the approval of the Master 
Plan, which was done at the last planning 
commission meeting. 

Power said this was the last meeting 
in November and there will be just one 
meeting in December. He expects a couple 
of preliminary site plans and a couple final 
site plans at the December meeting, plus 
approval of meetings for 2021.

Clark said the new, eight-page ordinance 
is a “long, cumbersome ordinance.” 

When asked by Mayor Pro Tem Jesse 
Marcotte about the planning commission 
being involved, Clark said the city can 
enforce its zoning ordinance. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said there were 
two acres in the Industrial Park provided for 
medical marijuana in the zoning ordinance 
in the past, and that has been repealed. 

“What now?” Mayor Conley asked. “We 
wait for the election to be certified and the 
clerk moves forward.” 

Clerk/Treasurer Verna Chapman said the 
city has had a lot of inquiries on marijuana 
sales and once the ballots were printed 
interest soared. She said they have asked for 
applications because everyone wants to get 
into the action. 

Attorney Clark said he would help get the 
application in shape. 

In other business at Monday’s regular 
meeting, the council: 

e Unanimously approved a three-year user 
agreement for “The Bora Dora” district 
to allow businesses to utilize the district 
for outdoor seating. City Manager Tracey 
Schultz Kobylarz said it is similar to the 
outdoor café ordinance. Clark said the best 
thing is to change the ordinance to work it 
out so the LCC will be satisfied. He said it 
is not permanent and is letting the business 
use the city’s property with a review every 
year. John Winter of Egan’s Pub said they 
want to put up igloos next to their business 
for cold-weather dining and they need 22’ 
more room on the Fourth Street Square. He 
said they are buying two igloos for $16,000 
and it will be something classy for the 
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downtown. He said they thought they could 
be used from mid October to mid March. 
He said during the warm months, if others 
need that space on the square for their 
events, they could pull back their outdoor 
dining temporarily. Winter said he hoped 
the Bayou and Johnny’s would get on board 
and apply for the outside dining /alcohol 
state permit; 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$127,003.56 and the following purchases 
in excess of $500: to Hennessey Engineers, 
$3,498 for testing and inspection of the 
Main St. development from the escrow 
account; to Mueller Co., LLC, $655 for 
water reading/billing equipment and 
$1,464.54 for water meters; and to Osborne 
Cement, $592 for concrete in the cemetery; 

e Heard DPW Director Rick Rutherford say 
the city will be talking with the Downtown 
Development Authority about getting help 
with the cost of an embedded railing along 
the top of the wall at Doane’s Landing. 
When asked about the large section of 
rocks and boulders there, Rutherford said 
soil erosion and drainage were problems 
there, with the vegetation going right up to 
the wall, holding water. He said the rocks 
were purposely left in place for erosion and 
drainage. Renaud asked about the gap in 
the fencing at the border with the condos 
next door and Rutherford said that is on the 
condo property; 

e Heard DDA Coordinator Carol 
Thompson say the stamped concrete in 
place at the Fourth Street project is for 
parking of vehicles. She said the asphalt in 
the rest of the project was expected to be 
laid the next day, Nov. 17; and 

e Heard Rutherford announce the city had 
been informed by DTE that they will be at 
more than 20 locations in the city to trim 
trees and work to keep the electricity secure.
